PROGRESS AT SEVERAL POINTS, 


8,000 MBK TRAINED IN 
UNCLE SAM’S SCHOOLS 
Philadelphia, Sept. IO.— More than 
8\of 
have received training 
with® the past thirteen months in 
thirty-six free schools conducted by 
the United States Shipping Board to 
equip them to become officers of the 
American merchant 
marine.

The board now

twenty-four 
schools for the training of deck of­ 
ficers in navigation and twelve for 
engineer officers. The largest school 
is in this city, with New York sec­ 
ond.

8,000 MEN TRAINED IN 


UNCLE SAM'S SCHOOLS 


PbJUdelphia, Sept. 10. — More than 


8.0C /W} have received training 
with')5 the past thirteen months- in 
thirty-six free schools conducted by 
the United States Shipping Board to 
equip them to become officers of the 
American merchant marine. These 
facts are announced by Edward N. 
Hurley, chairman of the board. 


The board now has 
twenty-four 


schools for the training of deck of- 
ficers in navigation and twelve for 
engineer officers. The largest school 
is in this city, with New York sec- 
ond. Boston, San Francisco and Chic- 
ago also have large classes. 


For the thirteen months of their 


existence 8069 students were admit- 
ted and 4439 were graduated. The

Mr. Hurley also reported that for 


training apprentices to serve in mer- 
chant crews the board now has ten 
training and receiving ships in opera- 
tion. After six weeks' stiff drilling of 
eight hours a day aboard a training 
ship the apprentices are sent to mer- 
chant vessels. They are rated as or- 
dinary seamen receiving $60 a month 
with a bonus of fifty percent if they 
are sent o'verseas.

drafted by the local boards of Texas, 
Oklahoma., New Mexico and Colora- 
do, are being given the opportunity 
to be sent to schools to undergo in- 
tensive training as officers. 


In order that every man should be 


aware of the opportunity that is his, 
all recruits and non-commissioned of- 
ficers in Camp Travis who have had 
a high school or 
college 
training,

A. auditorium where the president of 
the examining board, explained the 
processes and requirements for .gain- 
ing entry into one of the training 
camps. 
The War Department has 


adopted as its permanent policy in 
the training of officers for this war, 
a school what is known as the Cen- 
tral School Plan.

Travis for applicants to the training 
camp, but in order to insure every 
man desiring to go, to have an ..op- 
portunity, written examinations have 
•been adopted. Examinations will be 
given in 
history, 
Geography 
and 


arithmetic, but prior to taking this 
examination, the applicant fust ap- 
pear before the examinging board for 
an oral examination. This examina- 
tion will consider principally the ap- 
pearance of the applicant and the im- 
pression he makes upon the board, 
the oral examination will be given 
the weight of one subject. Following 
these examinations a second in math- 
ematics consisting of five questions- 
each in algebra, Geometry and trig- 
onometry.

these masses of human beings were 
driven to destruction. Above the ter- 
rible thunder of the cannon could be 
heard the heart-rending cries of the 
Russians: 'O Prussians!

—but there was no mercy. Our captain 
bad ordered: The whole lot must die; 
so rapid flre.' As I have beard, five 
men and one officer on our side went 
mad from these heart-rending cries. 
But most of my comrades and tbe offi- 
cers Joked as the unarmed and helpless 
Russians shrieked for merer while 
they were being suffocated In the 
swamps and, shot down.
